REPORT 


OF THE

In making their annual report of the schools in the town of 
Warner for the past year, your Committee ask leave to submit 
the following : 

That there is something wrong in eur district school system 
all will admit. When the districts were organized, years ago, 
it was necessary to locate school houses, in nearly every instance, 
where we now find them. The older portion of our people can 
remember when these houses were filled to overflowing with 
scholars, from small children up to young men and women. The 
frequency of the school houses was a necessity and was at the 
time the best system that could be adopted. 

But times have changed ; many of these districts have become 
nearly depopulated ; nething remains but the old cellars to tell 
the stranger that once a flourishing farm house stood there, which 
was the home of numerous children. Instead of twenty-five or 
thirty or forty scholars, that attended those schools, we now 
find four, five, ten, and in but very few instances more than 
twelve. In such small schools there is but very little interest 
manifested on the part of either teacher, scholars, or parents. 
The school houses, in many cases, are unfit for the use they were 
designed for, and the few farmers left in the distwict hardly feel 
able to incur the expense of furnishing a better house for so few 
scholars. 

A remedy for this state of affairs is much needed, and we 
think the State has wisely provided for it by enacting a law giv- 
ing to towns the right to abolish the school districts by a vote 
of the town and adopt the one-district system, to be controlled 
by a board of education. 

The first great and most important step has been accomplished 
in this direction by our town, and but very little work remains 
to complete and carry into effect, and put in practical ope- 
ration a school system that shall place Warner on a footing for 
school advantages as the first town in New Hampshire. 

We have resolved ourselves into a high school district ; alot has 
been furnished and a suitable high school building, furnished with 
all the modern improvements, placed thereon, at a cost of $10, 
000. <A school has been in successful operation for four years 
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with a general, classical and collegiate course of study, where 
our children can go and fit themselves for any station or po- 
sition in life, without one dollar of cost to the town. This is 
the key-stone to success in the one-district system, and Warner 
has already driven it home. 

Now let us look at some of the disadvantages of the present 
system : 

First—There are too many districts, which necessitates short 
schools, and ef a low standard, by employing, many times, in- 
efficient teachers. 


ange of teachers. 

Third—A want of classification and uniformity. 

Fourth—A general lack of interest on the part of teachers, 
scholars, parents and schoo] officers. 

Some of the advantages to be gained by abolishing the dis- 
trict system and placing the schools under a Board of Educa- 
tion would be: 

First—Schools would be established in such parts or.sections 
of the town as the necessity of the case demanded. 

Second—A more equitable distribution of the money, so that 
every scholar should have the same number of weeks of school- 
ing. The remote parts of the town would have just as long a 
school and just as efficient teachers as the centre or village por- 
ticns. A’scholar at the remote parts would have just as good 
advantages to qualify himself or herseif to enter the High 
School at the age of 12 years as one living contiguous to the 
High School. 

Third—A too frequent change of teachers would be avoided. 

Fourth—The teachers would all be employed by the same 
board that determines their qualifications, which would be a re- 
lief from the embarrassing circumstances in which Prudential 
and Superintending Committees are often placed. As it now 
stands, teachers are first engaged and then their qualifications 
determined; by the new system the qualifications of the teach- 
er are first determined ; ;if s satisfactory , then other arrangements 
can be made. 

Fifth —Thoroughly oraded schools, with the High School as a 
center. 

Sixth—A uniformity of text books and a thorough’ super- 
vision of every school. 

We are confident, from what we have learned of the working 
of this system in other towns in this State and in Massachu- 
setts, that if our town would adopt the provisions of the law 
and test its practical workings for a few years, nothing would 
induce them to return to the old system. 

We would not urge you to experiment with any new, untried 
or novel plan. The system has been thoroughly tested in Mas- 
sachusetts for years, and the practical leading educators in New 
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Hampshire have given it thought in allits bearings. Their ideas 
have been submitted to the Legislators of New Hampshire, and 
after due deliberation they have decided that such a system is 
very desirable for the educational interests of our State, and 
have given us a law whereby we can step out of the old beaten 
paths, lumbered up, as they are, by drifting sands and stum- 
bling stones, into that broad avenue where no obstacles are 
thrown in the way of educational advancement.

Some very important changes have been made within the year 
in the corps of instructors. At the end of the Spring term Mr. 
Cole and Miss Redington, dnd at the end of the Fall term Mr. 
Bean, closed their connection with the school. 

Mr. N. N. Atkinson, A. M., and Miss Alice P. Goodwin 
were engaged to take charge of the school at beginning of the 
academical year. Mr. Atkinson, a graduate of Colby Univer- 
sity at Waterville, Maine, had been employed as teacher in the 
New London Institution for two years; and came here bearing 
the highest testimonials of character and scholarship, and of his 
success as a teacher. Miss Goodwin had been employed in the 
Normal School of this State and in the Western Female Semi- 
nary, Oxford, Ohio. She was introduced to the Prudential Com- 
mittee by Mr. Simonds, the Superintendent of Public Instrue- 
tion in this State, with unhesitating confidence in her qualifica- 
tions for the situation in every respect. We are glad to say that 
both have fully met all our expectations, and we know that they 
have faithfully labored to do all that lay in the power of teach- 
ers to advance the welfare of the school. ‘The discipline has 
been restraining and elevating, the instruction thorough and ef- 
ficient, and nothing has been wanting on their part in effort and 
accomplishment to entitle them to universal commendation. We 
invoke for them the earnest support of all the friends of the 
school. 


District No. 1.—Dionp’s Corner. 


The Summer term was begun by Miss Putney of Web- 
ster, who was obliged to leave it in a short time, in consequence 
of sickness. The term was finished by Miss Jennie L. Call, of 
Webster. The examination was very interesting. The school 
was large and intelligent, and all (or nearly all) performed their 
part well. 

The Winter term was in charge of Miss Clara A. Putney of 
Webster, a lady of great viv acity of intellect, scholarly in the 
branches taught, and a temperament well adapted to the teacher’s 
vocation. The term was, of course, highly successful. Only 
good teachers are needed here to make the school No. 1.— 
The scholars are now all right to win that proud number. 
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District No. 2.—LOweER VILLAGE. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Ida M. Perkins. The 
school appeared very. well at our first visit. barring a little lack 
of authority on the part of the teacher anda noticeable idleness 
manifested by a few scholars. In consequence of a mistake 
about the notice of the examination the Committee was not 
present. 

The Winter term was under the instruction of Miss Mary J. 
Tyler of Hopkinton, a teacher of successful experience and a 
most gratifying familiarity with the branches studied, the schol- 
ars mainly appearing very well at the examination. Reading 
was taught with marked accuracy. Some of the scholars made 
a grave mistake by not studying grammar. 


District No 3.—NortH VILLAGE. 


The Summer term was instructed by Miss Ida M. Rogers.» It 
was a success. The teacher heeded the suggestions of the Com- 
mittee and performed her duty with conapieabousnens and zeal. 
Analysis was taught with unusual success. 

The Fall.term was taught by a member of your School Com- 
mittee—Maj. Samuel Davis. 


District No. 4.—ScnHoopac. 


Summer term was taught by Miss Helen M. Low, of Hopkin- 
ton. Miss Low has had but little experience as a teacher, and 
could hardly be expected to inspire her scholars with that degree 
of enthusiasm that a more experienced teacher would be likely 
to do. There was too close confinement to the text book. There 
was nothing done to create thought among the pupils, which was 
a great mistake in a school of this character. We found some 
very good scholars here, who have since entered the High 
School. The improvement made during the term was ordinary. 

Mr. H. R. Sargent taught the Winter term. It is evident 
that the school needs a master during the Winter terms, and we 
commend the district for its forethought and good judgment in 


thus ‘‘bearding the lion in his den.” The examination was sat- 


isfactory, each scholar being obliged to depend on his or her 
own merits. The first class in spelling, composed of young men 
and women, had to ‘toe the mark” on the floor and take their 
places in spelling ; a good plan, if it is an old one. 


District No. 5—Pumrxin Hit. 


Summer term was taught by Miss Mary J. Eaton of Bradford, 
a teacher of no experience, yet we think she used good judg- 
ment in the management of her school. She seemed to infuse 
new life into her classes, and the promptness with which the 
little boys end girls answered their questions was pleasing. We 
think Miss Eaton will rank high as a teacher in time. 
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Winter term was taught by Miss Ida M. Perkins of Warner. 
Miss Perkins succeeded very well, the scholars appeared well, 
answered promptly, as usual, and a good degree of improve- 
ment was perceptible. 

The register showed a very irregular attendance. We think 
there is no reason why a bey 16 years old should not attend the 
Winter school more than 21 days out of 36. 


District No. 6.—Burnt HILt. 


Summer term was taught by Miss Nellie M. Sargent of War- 
ner. Miss Sargent has had some experience in teaching. The 
school appeared to be well organized; goed order was main- 
tained. Not being notified of its close we cannot speak in qual- 
ified terms of its improvement. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Ida M. Whittier of Web- 
ster. Miss Whittier has taught several schools with success, 
and on visiting this term at the commencement we found it in 
good working order. Circumstances beyond ovr control pre- 
vented us from visiting the school at its close. 

In looking over the register we find that 26 per cent. of the 
money apportioned to this school was lost by irregular attend- 
ance. ‘That there is remissness somewhere is evident. 

If the school must be put off into the Winter months so that 
the large boys can attend, we would advise the district to secure 
the services of a man with physical force enough to command 
obedience. 

There are scholars in this school well qualified to enter the 
High School and we think the parents of these scholars are doing 
them great injustice by depriving them of so valuable an op- 
portunity. 

District No. 7.—KiMBALL. 


Two terms, Summer and Fall, both taught by Miss Mary J. 
Tyler of Hopkinton, who gave, as we fully believe, ample re- 
turn for the wages received. The school was all that could be 
expected. Scholars coming in from Joppa gave her a goodly 
number. Pronunciation and punctuation were handsomely at- 
tended to. 

District No. 8.—Burnap. 


One term instructed by Miss H. M. Eaton, the same teach- 
er asone year ago. There seemed to be a union of feeling and 
effort between teacher and scholars and the progress made was, 
we believe, highly satisfactory to all concerned. The exercises 
examination day were invested with peculiar interest, citizens 
of the district turning out in large numbers. 


District No. 9.—WATERTOWN. 


Summer, Fall and Winter terms taught by Miss Maria P. Os- 
good. ‘The number of scholars belonging to the district is quite 
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small. It was voted at the annual meeting to admit a limited 
number of pupils from adjoining districts to attend the school 
without the payment of tuition. Most of the scholars from dis- 
trict No. 22 availed themselves of the privilege. ‘The progress 
made in the school was good; in particular cases the improve- 
ment was so marked as to attract especial attention. Great pains 
were taken by the teacher to impart therough instruction, and 
the result was entirely satisfactory. 


District No. 10.—Co.t.ins. 


Two terms, Summer and Fall, both taught by Miss Mary C. 
Colby, whose name alone, in Warner and vicinity, is a sufficient 
guarantee for a good school. Scholars from adjoining districts 
added much interest to the classes. 


District No. 11.—Tory Ht. 


Summer term was taught by Miss Cora E. Putney and the 
Winter term by Miss Augusta J. Stone, both of Webster, both 
young and inexperienced teachers. Both did as well as could be 
expected under the circumstances. ‘The facilities fer keeping a 
first-rate school are fearfully wanting in this district. In the first 
place, the school house is unfit for the purpose ; second, there are 
not scholars enough to make an interesting school, only three 
boys during most of the winter term. ‘These teachers worked 
hard and earned their money, and as time passes on we hope to 
see them rank high as teachers. 


District No. 12.—Coucu. 


Both Summer and Winter terms were taught by Miss Jennie 
S. Walker. This was Miss Walker’s first attempt at teaching. 
We found the school well organized and under excellent disci- 
pline. The scholars made good improvement both terms, yet 
we think they tried to accomplish too much by going over too 
much ground. ‘The fault was in committing to memory too 
many rules without knowing how to apply them to the princi- 
ples. We don’t believe in memorizing Well’s and Quackenbos’ 
Engiish Grammar, and still be unable to analyze and parse the 
simplest sentence, or committing all the rules in the Practical 
Arithmetic, and yet fail to place the point correctly in perform- 
ing simple operations in decimal fractions. We say this in no 
disparagement to Miss Walker; on the contrary, we look for- 
ward to see her rank high as a successful teacher, when she has 
had a little more experience. The fact is, some cf the scholars 
were too ambitious to get through the books without giving the 
practical parts sufficient thought. 


District No. 18.—CENTRE VILLAGE. 


Higher Department. The Summer and Fall terms were taught 
by Miss Ida M. Blood of Bradford, a lady of strong qualities 
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and high ambition as a teacher. At the close of the first term . 
it was noticeable that the classes in reading pronounced many 

words wrong, but there was satisfactory improvement in this 
regard at the examination of the Fall term. Miss Blood’s meth- 
od of instruction is in the main thorough and exacting, partic- 
ularly so in mathematics. She-ts a first-rate disciplinarian. She 
put both head and heart into her work and her success was very 
good. 

The Winter term was taught by Miss Adelaide B. George, 
whose success in every way equalled the most sanguine expec- 
tations of all those who were acquainted with her great work 
in the lower department during the past two years; in fact she 
has led the school to a high pesition, from which it bears aloft 
the following Roli of Honor, which we feel must awaken the 
admiration of all concerned and excite a useful emulation among 
teachers and scholars throughout the town:

Lower Department. The Summer and Fall terms were taught 
by Miss Adelaide B. George. As Miss George had charge of 
this department last year, and as your committee then said so 
many handsome things of her and her school, it would seem nec- 
essary now only to refer to the report for that year, with the 
assurance that she has sustained with honor to the utmost the 
position she and her school then took. Indeed, we can truly 
say, and we think the remark would not be invidious, that for 
physical and mental training and all that pertains to acuteness 
and precision of thought and action, the examination was supe- 
rior to anything before witnessed in the school room. 


District No. 15.—Gore. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Nellie M. Eaton, of 
Sutton. We think Miss Eaton kept a very good school, good 
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order was observed, the scholars appeared studious and the ex- 
amination showed good improvement. 

The Winter term was under the instruction of a teacher of 
large experience, Mrs. Sarah J. Baker of Sutton, who has taught 
five terms in this district previous to this, and always with uni- 
versal satisfaction. ‘The term was only six weeks long, yet 
much was accomplished for so short a time. The examination 
showed that the scholars had had thorough drill in their studies. 
Charlie H. Stanley, a boy 13 years old, has never missed a day 
or been tardy since he commenced going to school at the age of 
of 4 years. He has not misspelled a word this term. 


District No. 16.—DAVISVILLE. 


Miss Ida M. Whittier taught the Summer term. The schol- 
ars made commendable progress and a good degree of improve- 
ment in their studies. ‘he term of school was satisfactory to 
your committee and we believe generally to the district. 

Winter term was taught by Miss Clara A. Putney of Webster. 
Miss Putney has had considerable experience in teaching. The 
first impression that one gets on entering Miss P’s school is that 
it has got a live, energetic teacher, and his impressions will be 
strengthened as he observes the routine of the school for a half 
day. We found a very_interesting school and very much regret 
that we were prevented from attending the examination by 
sickness. The district deserve much praise for the neat manner 
in which they have refitted and refurnished the school room for 
the comfort and health of the scholars. 


District No. 17.—MEtvIn. 


The Summer term was taught by Miss Clara Smith. <A good- 
ly number of scholars in this school, and the inhabitants take 
much interest in all its affairs. It presented a very quiet and 
orderly appearance, and the recitations were generally good. 
There was a lack of animation and enthusiasm which are the 
usual characteristics of the exercises of this school. 

The Winter term was under the charge of Mr. William G. 
Hoyt, of Bradford. The examination was quite satisfactory 
though the scholars were not all present. Arithmetic was taught 
with moré than common success.

District No. 18.—CoLieGce. 


Only one’ term (full), taught by Miss Mary C. Colby; and 
here we understand she bid a final good bye to the duties of the 
schoo! room, where she leaves a record of which she may well 
be proud, and to which younger teachers may worthily aspire. 
May her future life be useful and happy as her former has been 
faithful.and honorable. Westill find in this district seme of the 
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very best scholars in town, and they appeared in every way praise- 
worthy at the examination. 


Districr No. 19.—Liserty UnNton. 


There was but one term (Winter) in this district, which was 
instructed by Miss Ida M. Rogers. On the day of examination 
the weather was cold and the roads bad, consequently but two 
scholars were present. From the appearance of these we in- 
ferred that the school had been a profitable one. The great want 
in this district is scholars. . 


Disrricr No: 20.—Rosy’s Corner. 


Mrs. Ida Frank Roby taught the one term in the Fall and 
Winter. Every duty of instruction and government was attend- 
ed to by Mrs. Roby. She has the good fortune to possess em- 
inent abilities to manage the affairs of the school room. 


District No. 21.—Howe’s. 


Miss Ellen M. Eaton, of Bradford, taught the single term of 
this school inthe Winter. She brought with her from the adjoin- 
ing district, where she had taught the prev-ous term, several 
scholars. In the school there were but two pupils belonging to 
Warner; we think it an advantage that scholars were admitted 
from without the district. In every way, we consider the wel- 
fare and progress of the school were secured by the manage- 
ment of Miss Eaton. 


District No. 22.—NEWMARKET. 


Summer term taught by Miss Lizzie M. Eaton. Obcr first 
visit found the school progressing favorably, and we saw ground 
for hope that satisfactory results would be reached. In conse- 
quente of the notice coming too late, the term did not receive 
but one visit. 

The Fall term was instructed by Miss Nettie P. Johnson, whe, 
considering her inexperience, kept a very good school. She tried 
hard and the examination evinced that the scholars present had 
learned well. Her success was particularly noticeable in the 
reading classes. 


District No. 24—Jorpa. 


One term here, kept in the Fall by Miss Esther M. Dimond. 
It was her first school and she seemed to begin it under a strong 
sense of the .responsibility resting upon teachers. The term 
was too short—only a little more than six weeks—to reach de- 
sirable results in the branches taught. Still the examination 
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exhibited some very good scholars; in fact all, large and small, 
showed that they had made good use of the little time they had. 
They were docile and cbedient to their teacher, who had evi- 
dently won their confidence and love. Miss\Dimond will make 
one of our best teachers.
